HAWAI I (August  8),  — Crops  specialist  met  witli  Plantation  Production 
Alvisorv  Committee  to  discuss  and  outline  fall  plaiiting  schedules;  made 
regular  triveekl;?'  inspections  of  plante/bion  food— production  activities  on 
Oodm  for  office  of  Milito-rp  Governor;  offered  detailed  instru.ctions  on 
vegetahle  production  to  Commanding  Officer  a,t  distant  Army  post,  and 
rendered  assist 'nee  to  iiav^'’  on  an  off-island  problem  undertaken  in  May. 

Poultry  Husbandman  completed  plans  for  obtrdning  I'kiscovy-duck  eggs  for 
hatching.  Each  4-H  Club  meraber  on  Oahu  will  have  10  ducklings  in  the  4— H 
Eood  for  Victoiv  Program,  or  a.  total  of  3,000  ducklings, 

Eorus  prepared  and  distributed  by  animal  husbandman  for  raoloing  survey  of 
dairy  la,bor  nov;  employed  and  number  and  kind  of  vrorkers  needed.  Data  on 
monthly  milk  production  ad  a,ll  dairies  on  Oa.hu  sunmarized  and  chanted. 

Long-range  plans  for  distribution  OaJiu— grov.n  vegetables  mado  by  extension 
economist  in  cooperation  various  groups  working  in  tliis  field.  Crop 
estimates  for  August  compiled  and  published. 

County  agents  continue  to  n,ssist  far.iers  in  getting  appli covtions  for 
gasoline,  insecticides,  tiros,  and  fan:.  eq;aipment.  Advice  given  on  poison- 
administration  problems,  home— food  production,  emergency  feed  crops, 
meurketing. 

Through  efforts  count’’  agent  on  Kauai,  rice  gi-ovrers  on  island  a.llowed  to 
■use  ricebird  gu:cs  or  fii-ecrackers  to  protect  their  crops.  Growers  mil  be 
isstied  guns  and  sufficient  ammunition  ea,ch  morning  for  shots  during  dca’^ 
light  hours,  tpins  and  unused  ammunition  to  be  retunced  in  evening.  Police 
of  district  will  handle  distribution  cond  collection  of  guns  and  rationing 
of  povrder,  shots,  md  caps. 

Agents  on  Eav.^aii  cond  Kaua-i  added  in  chedcing  foviT-i  machinery  recently  lent 
by  Eederal  Government  for  use  in  production  of  food  crops. 

Three-day  conference  of  home  agents  and  their  assistants  held  in  Honolulu 
for  discussion  and  planning  county  programs.  Agents  continue  to  cooperate 
vjith  military  and  civilian  authorities.  At  mat eniad  and  child  health 
clinics,  demonstrations  ha,ve  been  given  on  prepanadion  guava,  juice  for 
infant  feeding,  and  v/ays  of  introducing  milk  into  the  diet.  Large  nurr.ber 
of  women  begiiuiing  to  can  surplt’s  foods  from  their  home  gardens.  Home- 
makers on  Molokai  ha.vo  canned  meat  and  poult r;’.  Many  housewives  trying 
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KiUISu-iS,  (Au{^st  15),  — ^Pi'-Gveiitioii  fire  iia  v.'h.ee.t  fields  given  special 
attention,  Ulnplrasis  -also  given  to  fighting  fires  that  night  get  started, 

ITeighhorhood  leaders  a,ssi sting  in  garden  T^rogrnn,  anti-inflation  progran, 
rur<al  fire  prevention  raid  control,  farn-lafoor  survep,  transporta.tion, 
T7a,ste— fat  collection,  food  prcscrva,tion,  cnrich'.cnt  of  hread,  so^hcan  and 
flan:  production.
